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BURKASH, REV. NATHANIEL, S.T.D., Professor of Biblical and 
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Systematic theology, and T*ean of the Faculty of Theology, 

Victoria University, °obourp, Ontario, was born in arpenteuil, 

province of Quebec, on the 25th July, IS?9. His father, Adam 

Burwa8h, was a descendant of an English family from Burwash, in 

Sussex; and his mother, ^nn Taylor* was from Argyleshire, 

Scotland, and was the eldest sister of the late Rev. Lachlin 

Taylor, D.D. HiS great grandfather was a United Empire loyalist. 

Nathaniel received his rudimentary education in the schools of 

his native place, and then entered Victoria University, where he 

took the arts course, and praaunted E.A. in 1869. He than devoted 

his time for two years as a Public /.and Grammar school teacher; and

in 1860 entered the ministry of the Methodist church. From this 
year to 1866 he filled the position of pastor in churches in Belleville, 
Torono, and Hamilton. In 1866 he left Canada for a time, and entered 
Yale College, N e w Haven, U.S., for the purnose of studying the natural 
sciences, and having completed his course, he returned home in 1867, 

and was appointed professor of natural sciences in Victoria 
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University, Cobourg. In 1875 he was nromoted to the professorship 
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of Biblical and •Systematical Theology,and was also made dean 
of the faculty of theology in the ^ame institution. This important

position he still occupies, and since his eopointment fully one- 

fifth of the entire ministry of the several Western conferences of the 

Methodist church hade been his students. Professor Burwash, 

some years ago took /an active interest in the Volunteer movement, 

and was one of thee those who risked his life at Ridgeway, in repelling 

the *enian hordes who attempted to desecrate Canadian soil. He - 

has travelled a good deal, and ha^ visited 'everal of the universities 
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and educational institutions of u reat Eritain, Trance, and G em y - 
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Gennary. The professor ha s not been an^dle mrn, as t)e record 


of his life amply testifies, and to tliose who would 111® to peruse
